CHAPTER 2
CEMETERY COWMM SS| ON
TITLE VI - PROPERTY AND LAND USE

TITLE. An ordinance establishing a Cenetery Conm ssion to assune jurisdiction
and managenent of pioneer ceneteries in Jones County, lowa, pursuant to Section
331. 325 of the Code of |owa.

SECTION 1. CEMETERY COWM SSI ON.

A. The Commi ssion shall consist of nine persons, residents of Jones County,
| owa, appointed by the Board of Supervisors as follows: Three of
the nenbers shall be appointed for a term expiring Decenber 31,
1997; three for a term expiring Decenber 31, 1998; and three for a

term expiring Decenber 31, 1999. Their successors in all cases
shall be appointed for a termof three years, and all appointnents
to fill vacancies shall be for the unexpired term

B. The Commission shall select a Chairnman, Vice Chairnman, Secretary,
Treasurer and such other officers as the Conm ssion shall deem
necessary.

C. The Conmmission shall have authority to establish such rules and
regul ations governing its organization and procedure as it shal
deem necessary.

D. The Commssion shall have all powers and duties relating to pioneer
ceneteries which nay otherwi se be exercised by Township Trustees
under the Code of lowa, except the Conmi ssion shall not have the
authority to certify a tax |evy.

E. The Commission shall submt a proposed budget including the anount of
avai l able funds and proposed expenditures to the Jones County
Auditor no later than January 1 of each year

F. The Conm ssioners shall receive no conpensation for their services as such,
but may be reinbursed for necessary expenses incurred in the
performance of their duties.

G Should any part of this ordinance be held invalid, the remaining part shal
be severabl e and shall continue to be in full force and effect.

SECTI ON 2. EFFECTI VE DATE. This ordinance shall take effect and be in ful
force and effect after its passage and publication as required by | aw.

SECTI ON 3. REPEALER Al'l ordinances or parts of ordinances conflicting with
the provisions of this ordinance are hereby repeal ed.
